That the commissioners appointed under this act of congress have 
not marked out the road from the boundary of the United States to 
the frontier of New Mexico, on account that regulations have not been 
agreed upon for that purpose between the executive of the United 
States and the-Mexican government, ‘The information possessed by 
your committee on this subject induce them to believe, that if the ad- 
venturers engaged ın this trade should go in caravans of from twenty 
to thirty men, no danger can befal them from the attacks of the Indians. 

It is then for the consideration of this committee what security can 
be given to the adyenturous who go singly or in companies of less than 
twenly men. | ' | I 

‘The danger attending this trade is beyond the crossing of the Arkan- 
sas, and is confined to that part of the route which extends along the 
Sumerone river, a distance of about seventy miles. The only situatio 
for the establishment of a military post capable and convenient to pro; 
tect the adventurers on this part of the road is at Chouteau’s island 
the Arkansas river, which is distant about five hundred miles from th 
frontier of this state, and about thirty miles from where the road falls 
on the Semirone. If this post be established, its means, of subsistence 
mast be taken from the frontier of this state, it being impossible there tọ 
cultivate them, and the post must consist of troops sufficient to protect 
themsclves, and the traders, and it will not only be necessary to pro- 
tect them along that part of the route now consideredidangerous, but 
throughout the whole route, else so soon as the protection is withdrawn 
attacks willbe made; and parts where now there is no/danger will bdg- 
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çome dangerous, and the nrotecdon must be the same in going and 
returning. se 

Hence some supposition may be drawn ofthe number of troops to 
be employed, the expence to be incurred for their pay and their sup- 
pori. In the present state ofthe trade your committee deem it unad- 
visable to ask the disbursement of such a sum as would be necessary to 
zff.rd the protection reyuired. Jf the trade be an object ofimportance 
if is so principally tou those e.gagedin it, aml as itis practicable for 
them to protect themselves, no doubt their common interest will lead 
them to doit. There isan additional circumstauce which is conclu- 
sive to your committee, that it 1snow premature to establish the post.
